pion of record with the 
American Kennel club, to 
produce her first litter of 
puppies. 

Mrs. Payne has two other 
Rottweilers, a two-year- 
old female, Panamint Pi- 
rol, and a five-month-old 
puppy, Lenlee 
Oberon, recently imported 
from England. 
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Calibre of the dogs is 
indicated by the fact that 
Panamint Pokal became an 
officially recognized 
champion, winning 15 show 
points, by the time she 
was 14 months of age, to 
become one of the young- 
est dogs of her breed, or 
any breed, to earn this 
honor. 

Panamint  Pirol has 
earned 10 points toward 
champion rating. How Len- 
lee Oberon turns out re- 
mains to be seen, but on 
the basis of his breeding, 
Mrs. Clark is ‘‘holding high 
hopes’’ for him. 

The Rottweilers, named 
after the German town of 
Rottweiler, are an old 
breed of cattle dog; they 
were used by Hannibal to 
herd livestock when he 
crossed the Alps, and in 
Germany they have been 
used traditionally to work: 
cattle, and for protection 
of property and individuals. 

Many years ago, when 
German farmers came to 
the market places to sell 
livestock or produce, they 
would tie the money they 
received around the neck 
of their Rottweiler dog to 
protect it from thieves. 

And thieves went else- 
where, since a male Rott- 
weiler will weigh 150-160 
pounds, and a female 
around 100 pounds, and 
characteristically, the 
breed does not take kindly 
to strangers. 

Around the turn of the 
century the Rottweiler vir- 
tually disappeared and ac- 
tually faced extinction. 
However, European dog 
fanciers searched through 
Europe, found a few re- 
maining dogs, and revived 
the breed. 

At present there are an 
estimated 1,500 to 2,000 
Rottweilers in the United 
States. Puppies sell from 
$300 each, on up; an in- 
dividual dog has no mon- 
etary value without papers. 

Characteristic coloring 
is black and tan, very sim- 
ilar to a Doberman. In fact 
the Rottweiler is the 
‘‘grand daddy’’ of the Do- 
berman. 

Mrs. Payne says that 
the dogs are reliable, not 
exciteable, and excellent 
with children. She says they 
are a ‘‘one family’’ dog, 
and after their puppy stage 
do. not take well to new 
families. 

In America the Rott- 
weiler is used almost ex- 
clusively as a family dog 
and a ‘“‘guard’’ dog. The 
instinct to protect family 
and property develops 
naturally, since it has been 
bred into the dog for 2,000 
years. Some Rottweilers 
are now being used as guide 
dogs for the blind. 

Mrs. Payne has her dogs 
on the show circuit and - 
as do most dog breeders - 
dreams of the day when 
she can really hit the top 
by showing, and winning, 
at Madison Square Garden 
in New York. 

She ‘‘dipped into the gro-
